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From Wincheſter it is ſignificd by Letters to the houſe of 
Cotnmons, that upon Thurſday 14 a grear part of his Maj, 
Atmy commandea by the L,Her#:rt and D:ghy,affaulted rhe 
aforeſaid City, but rhe Townſmen having notice of their 
comming,ſet their men in battle array, mounting their Ord- 
naace,and placing two pieces at cach gats North, Weſt, Eat 
and South, and when the enemy were within half a mile of . 
the City,they diſcharged two warning pieces at them , but 
yet they adyemuredup tothe Gates , and gave a ceſperate 
charge,placingtheir Ordnance againſt the ſame, thinking to 
rk them open by force; but the bullers came ſo fait a- 
mone& them our of the city, that they ſoon retreated from 
the Gates :nd began to ſhoot very furiouſly on the welt fide 
of the city,but before this bloody Skirmiſh was ended, Col. 
Harrey and Sir YY/;4.Balfoagrd came in with their Troopes of 
Horſe,and with moſt nobleand diſcreet courage fell on, figh- 
ting for the ſpace of five hours4nd at 11ſt wonne the victory, 
rang about, 5 0vhorle;7opicces of. Ordnance, 25, Cominan- 
dets,and 700-common lodliers with the lofſe of $a-men:: $5 " 
great a victory with ſo little loſle,was Heavea pleaſed to-con 
teron our Party : for which,duc thanks be tenared to the gi- 
ver of all Conqueſts in the field-- |
